(OVATE COMMISSION 


BEFORE THE PUBLIC 


How realization that opposition 
to the State Railroad- Commission 
is due largely to the fact that no 
attempt has ever been made to 
“sell” the commission to the neo- 


ple, who have therefore failed to 
understand its workings, has led 
to a determination on the part of 
its members to go to the people 
with a detailed explanation of the 
commission's activities, was recit- 
ed yesterday afternoon by the Hon. 
Leon Whitsell, member of the or- 
ganization, appearing as speaker 
before the Rotary Club of Ontario 
at Hotel Casa Blanca. 


Mr Whitsell reported that since 
1912 a total of 16,000 decisions has 
been rendered by the commission. 
Of that number, only 163 cases 
were appealed to the State Su- 
preme or Federal courts, with but 
63 resultant reversals. 


The speaker recited that there 
are now 165,000 rate schedules in 
force in California. Rate reduc- 
tions effected by the Railroad Com- 
mission on all public utilities in 
the year 1923 resulted in a saving 
of $20,000,000 and reduced rates 
on major utilities in 1924 effected 
a saving of $6,000,000. 

Elimination of 8000 grade cross- 
ings is now under consideration by 
the transportation division of the 
Commission, according to Mr. 
Whitsell. An important accom- 
plishment of the railroad body, as 
recited by the speaker, is assur- 
ance of proper re-icing of citrus 
fruit in transcontinental shipment, 
something which the citrus grower 
formerly paid for, but seldom re- 
ceived. 

There are 55 steam railways in 
California, 30 electric railways, 59 
electric light and power concerns, 
19 gas companies, 10 gas and elec- 
tric organizations, and 800 truck 
and. bus lines, Mr. Whitsell de- 
clared. The Commission has su- 
pervision over all public utilities 
except those which are» municipal- 
ly owned. 

The Commission is made up of 
five members, appointed by the 
governor for terms of six years. 
There are eight departments, in- 
cluding the engineering, transpor- 
tation, gas, electric, hydraulic, 
telegraph, telephone and valuation. 
The main office is in San Fran- 
cisco, with a branch in Los An- 
geles.

nig this interrogatory: ‘‘What do you consider 
the most detrimental to the morals of youth?’’ 
Of 203 papers examined, 87 boys and girls 
scored home conditions. Drinking was next, 
with 70, and smoking, the same number. Pub- 
lic dance halls were blamed by 61 as moral 
pitfalls and the automobile by 42. ‘‘Pettmg 
parties’? were set down as menaces by 38.

Philip J. Bailey, Festus. 
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from these answers to this vital question. He 
put blame upon parents who gave their chil- 
dren everything but companionship—the thing 
they most need. ‘‘Home has become only a 
point of departure and a place to which to 
return after all amusement centers have been 
closed.’’ 

Mr. Stephens urges the establishment of a 
wholesome environment in which the youth 
of the country ean pass its leisure hours in- 
stead of being forced to patronize commercial 
amusements. This would solve the home prob- 
lem. Fathers should get back into the home. 

It is well to have this emphasizing of the 
vital role the home and its influence should 
play in the training and influence of youth 
properly. — the home abdicates; when 
parents shirk their parental responsibilities, 
the many hurtful influences which beset the 
young are sure to get in their detrimental 
work.

Whether real 
music is to pass through the jazz waters as 
the Israelites passed through the Red Sea and 
emerge at last upon ‘the solid ground of har- 
mony and melody, or is to be swallowed up 
and overwhelmed as were the hosts of Pha- 
raoh, we may have to wait a little while yet 
‘to see. We are told by some musicians, that 
jazz has some very fine qualities which will 
make it live, though somewhat modified from 
its present extreme expression. Others say 
that it is a case of atavism, a temporary re- 
version to the cave and the jungle, and will in 
time disappear. 

As Noah released a dove from the ark when 
the whole face of the earth as far as he could. 
see was covered by water and the dove 
brought back an olive’ leaf, to show that the 
waters were receding, so a large broadcasting 
station has sent out an inquiry to see if the 
jazz waters are receding. Of 4000 answers 
that came back, 2285 were in favor of a higher 
grade of music, 1715 wanted jazz to continue.

While the filling is cooking 
the pastry shell should be baked 
about four minutes in a hot oven 
(450 degrees F.). Fill the shell, 
return to the oven, and bake fif- 
teen minutes in a moderate oven 
(325 degrees F.). Beat the whites 
of the eggs stiff but not dry, add 
the powdered sugar, and when well 
blended add the orange juice and 
rind slowly. Pile on top of the 
filling, return to the oven, and 
bake at a moderate temperature 
(325 degrees F.) until the meringue 
is a golden brown. Candiéd orange 
or lemon peel may be used to gar- 
nish the meringue. If this is done 
it should be placed on top one 
minute before removing from the 
oven.

Fate, the trickster, through the 
medium of a post card, averted 
one of the cleverest efforts at 
escape from San Quentin prison 
in California penal history, it was 
revealed Monday. 

A prisoner named Sells recently 
was captured in the prison yard. 
The version of the escape and cap- 
ture was given out by Rivera 
Smith, captain of the prison guard 

Sells prepared his plot with a 
well founded use of psychology. 
To prevent efforts at escape guards 
must walk past all cells at given 
intervals and each prisoner must 
stand before the door in full view 
of the guard. . 

Started to Sit Down 

One night the guard noticed 
Sells made a movement to sit 
down just as the guard passed the 
cell. This continued night after 
night, until the guard accepted the 
movement as habitual and thought 
nothing of it. Nor did he notice 
that finally Sells was actually sit- 
ting down during the period he 
was supposed to stand up for in- 
spection. 

For days and days Sells made 
the single gesture of sitting down 
and then remaining seated during 
the inspection periods. 

In time the guard accepted the 
situation, but had Sells sat down 
completely the first time, undoubt- 
edly the guard would have repri- 
manded him. 

Sat Quite Still 

Finally Sells never moved at all 
when the guard passed. Next he 
began to read a newspaper, hold- 


ing the paper on his lap at first, |§ 


later raising it to reading position 
imperceptibly day by day. 

The guard became accustomed 
to seeing Sells reading his paper 
and sitting on the edge of his cot. 

So far the plot was a huge suc- 
cess. Then fate stepped in. 

Sells never had received mail at 
the prison. 

Then Postal Comes 

This night a post card came to 
the prisoner. The guard shoved 
it through the cell door. On his 
next round, the guard saw Sells 
had made no move to pick up the 
card. 

“Hey, there’s a card for you,” 
he called and passed on. 

On his third trip he ‘saw the 
card stijl on the floor, and the 
prisoner sitting in the same posi- 
tion on the cot. 

The guard was 
Sells hadn’t stirred. 

“Saints preserve us!” the guard 
shouted. “The man’s died sitting 
up.” 


dumfounded. 


Figure Was Dummy 

Other guards came running. 

But Sells was very much alive. 
The figure sitting on the cot was 
an ingeniously contrived dummy. 

It was a dummy constructed of 
prison jute, regulation prison 
clothes that had been stolen, and 
a plaster of paris head. So per- 
fect was the dummy that its plas- 
ter of paris face was sculptored 
into an ironical, mocking grin. 

Immediately the prison was 
searched and Sells was found hid- 
ing under a lumber pile, waiting 
for full darkness before he tried 
to scale the walls. If the postcard 
hadn’t come that very night he 
executed the final move in his 
months-long plot, he would have 
won to liberty.
